Arabs at U.N. 
get threats . 


UNITED NATIONS (Reuter), — 
Arab diplomats at the U.N. have 
received ‘hundreds of telephone calls 
threatening murder and arson since 
last week's Munich Olympic killings, 
Secretary-General Kurt Waldheim 
was told yesterday. 

A three-man Arab delegation told 
Mr. Waldheim that ‘harassment of 
Arab diplomats had increased since 
the Munich incident. 

Ambassador Talib el-Shibtb, the 
Arab League's permanent observer 
at the ΤΙΝ, said later: “We dis- 
cussed the security of Arab diplo- 
matic staff and missions in view of 
the hatred and incitement engen- 
dered by the Munich incident.” 

He noted that a number of de- 
moustrations and attacks had deen 
made against Arab diplomatic mis- 
sions, although so far none of their 
staffs had been hurt. 
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CONTINUING THE FIGHT 


W= learned over the weekend 
that there are 811 9,000 
terrorists in bases scattered 
through Syrian villages, and an- 
other 5,000 in similar bases in 
the Lebanon. During the past 
month they have been more ac- 
tive than previously, Chief of 
Staff Elazar pointed out after 
Friday's raid of the bases, and 
action was due following report- 
ed ‘bazooka attacks and border 
crossings which cost the Hives of 
an Israel soldier as well as an 
infiltrator on Thursday. 

This is slow war, not a cold 
one, and we heve no choice but 
to continue to wage it until 
Syria and the Lebanon tire of 
their burden of half-disciplined 
men belonging to different ter- 
rorist formations who intimidate 
their villagers ‘and, inevitably, 
bring sharp Israel retaliation 
down on the bases at intervals. 

Tm such attacks on sabotage 
bases there are always civilian 
losses that everyone would wish 
to know ended. The two govern- 
™ments concerned could do so to- 
morrow, if they were willing, by 
ordering the terrorists to move 
their camps end training grounds 
away from inhabited areas, or 
by telling them either to leave 
or to return to civilian life, as 
Jordan has done, and thereby 
restored peace in its area. On 
Friday, nevertheless, even Jor- 
dan suffered loss and damage 
during the dogfight between in- 
vading Syrian planes and Israel 
fighters in which three Syrian 
Planes were destroyed. War can- 
not be confined safely to those 
who are guilty. 


As far as the outside world 
is concerned the operation 
against the terrorists was no- 
thing but a reprisal for the 
Tourder of the Israel athletes 
in Munich. That is true only in 
a fimited sense. Some of the 
terrorists now roaming Europe 
may have received their train- 
ing in camps in the Lebanon, 2s 
the Lod murderers did, but they 
cannot be discouraged by puni- 
tive action that does not hit 
them directly. The development 
of peaceful relations between 
Israel and Jordan robs them of 
support and recruits to their 
cadres; military action against 
Lebanon may be not unwelcome 
to them. They have moved their 
operational ‘bases to Copenhagen, 
to Rome, to Paris and elsewhere 
in Europe, and they receive 
ample funds and such aid es 
Passports and refuge from Arab 
couniries. 


Germany is taking serious 
steps to ‘begin to control this 
menace, fully aware that it 
is Hable to be the target of 
renewed threats because it 
now holds three terrorist pri- 
soners who took part in the 
Olympic village murder. It is an 
unfortunate fact that it takes 
repeated disaster before people 
are willing to accept that every 
yielding to terrorist threats or 
blackmail draws further such 
action — as foreigners working 
in some South American coun- 
tries have recently discovered.

Foreign Minister Abba Eban told 
the Cabinet yesterday that the U.S. 
veto at the Security Council on ‘the 
Someli resolution summing up Sy- 
Tia's complaint on Sunday was “of 
great international significance.” He 


said the veto proved that it waa’ 


possible to keep the Council from 
becoming a “factory turning out 
biased resolutions.” 

The Forelgn Minister, who was 
giving the Cabinet a survey at the 
weekly session, commended the man- 
ner in which the U.S, delegate had 
spoken and voted at Sunday night's 
Council session. 

Mr. Bban noted that the mood 
was such that the Arab representa- 
tives did not dare table a proposal 
criticizing Israel, or even mention- 
ing Israel by name. Thus, even the 
Somali resolution was more mode- 
rate than customary, calling for a 
halt to military actlons in the Mid- 
dle East, and urging restraint. 

The Israeli delegation’s stand, the 
Foreign Minister said, was that no 
resolution which did not make the 
Munich killings the root of the 
problem was acceptable. 

COUNCIL OF EUROPE 

Mr. Bban noted that the Federal 
German Republic would raise the is- 
sue of the campaign against ter- 
rorism at the current meeting of 
the Council of Europe. Israel's en- 
voys abroad were demanding that 
Western European countries in par- 
ticular proceed from condemnations 
of Arab terrorist to tangible action 
hampering terror operations. 

In the Arab world, Mr. Eban said, 
King Hussein of Jordan had con- 
demned the Munich killings outright, 
while Lebanon had condemned them 
with reservations. But all the other 
Arab states, he said, had berated 
West Germany for deceiving the ter- 
rorists. Egypt had been most out- 
spoken in support of the killings, 
be sald.

Meanwhile, the Middle Hast News 
Agency yesterday sald that Foreign 
Minister Zayyat yesterday summon- 
ed the West German Ambassador, 
Hans Georg Steltzer, to inform him 
of Egypt's view on the Bonn memo- 
randum. The meeting took place at 
the headquarters of the 18-nation 
Arab League where the Egyptian 
Foreign Minister was meeting with 
his Arab counterparts. 

Dr. Zayyat and Arab League for- 
eign ministers were yesterday meet- 
ing in Calro for the third day to 
debate the Munich affair, the Israel 
retaliations on Syria and Lebanon, 
and consolidation of Arab policies 
before the U.N. General Assembly 
meeting in New York later this 
month. 

Earller on Sunday night the Arab 
foreign ministers issued a state- 
ment saying that no Arab or non- 
Arab government can prevent the 
Palestinian “new generation" from 
“struggling to regain their usurped 
rights,” They said that the Munich 
massacre was “only the result of 
Zioniat terror and aggression against 
the Palestinian people over the past

In return for the price increase, 
Nesher, sole producer and importer 
of cement, has undertaken to pro- 
vide all builders with an ample 
supply. This means 200,000 tons 
every 30 days, or 2.4 million tons 
annually, 

In another action, the Econamic 
Ministers put their “stamp of ap- 
Pproval on the sale of a 100-dunam 
tract of land in downtown Jerusa- 
lem to Carta Company, a Govern- 
Ment-Jerusalem Municipality com- 
pany engaged in developing the Ca- 
pital’s centre city.

Unemployment 
up this year

Unemployment rose di the 


second quarter of 1972, the Central 
Bureau of Statistics said yester- 
day. It reported there were 31,000 
jobless Israelis at the’ end of June, 
compared with 26,000 at the end 
of March. According tp the Bureau, 
2.6 per cent of the civilian iabour 
force is unemployed. 

That Jabour force stood at 
1,066,000 at the end of June — 
4.9 per cent greater than in June 
1971. These workers reflect a 40.6 
per cent section of Israel’s over-14 
population. 


Women comprised 31 per cent 
of the civilian labour force com- 
pared with 29.1 per cent at the 
end of the first half of 1971. The 
male contribution, however, drop- 
ped from 686 per cent at the end 
of the.first half of last year to 
68.3 per cent at the end of June, 


Our Haifa Bureau adds: 


Another 2,500 Arab and Druse 
women took up regular employ- 
ment outside their homes last year, 
the number to break with 
the stay-home tradition of the 
Orfient In 6, single year.

‘The demonstration took on a alif- 
ferent colour when the crowd flowed 
into the main thoroughfare at the 
intersection of Rehbov Bar-Han and 
Rehov Shmuel Hanavi. The police, 
waving sticka, charged into the 
crowd and a police van drove the 
demonstrators onto the sidewalk. 

Several children were trampled 
and parents who protested the ac- 
tion were arrested. The windshield 
of one bus was smashed when the 
driver moved forward into the 
crowd, Most of the demonstrators 
were orthodox, and had been fast- 
ing all day in observance of the 
Fast of Gedaliah.

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UNITED NATIONS. — Israel Am- 
bassador Yosef Tekoah Sunday night 
praised the U.S. veto which blocked 
the adoption of an “inequitable 
draft" Security Council resolution 
on the Middle Esst crisis. He said 
the U.S. action would be “applaud- 
ed by the people of Jerael amd peo- 
ples who desire to see the end of 
violence and the attainment of peace 
in the Middie East.” 

Mr. Tekoah issued the statement 

to reporters after declining to take 
part in the Council debate because 
of Rosh Hashana. He said Israel 
hoped that effective and stringent 
measures on the international and 
national planes, especially by the 
Arab governments themselves, would 
put a definite and prompt end to 
“these atrocities." 
U.S. Ambassador George Bush said

KARACHI. Over 100 persons 
were killed and more than 1,000 
houses collapsed in the village of 
Bataret in the Tangir district of 
Gigit in northern Pakistan in an 
earthquake last Monday, according 
to an official announcement on Sun- 
day. 

Officials said the information was 
confirmed only after central gov- 
ernment officials went to the village 
in the Himalayas on horses and 
donkeys to report back.

SAIGON (AP). — U.S. jets smashed 
the s εἶ important Paul 
Doumer bridge within the ctty lim- 
its of Hanoi, the 7th Air Force 
claimed yesterday, while the ground 
war in Vietnam slowed to a stale- 
mate. 

The bridge, said to carry all traf- 
fic from the Chinese frontler to the 
Demilitarized Zone, suffered its 
heaviest damage of the war,. re- 
ported an Air Force spokesman. 
Three spans were destroyed and 
three damaged by F-4 Phantom jets 
using 2,000-Ib. laser-beamed bombs. 

Four military barracks with their . 
complex of assembly and repair 
plants and storage and distribution 
depots on the fringes of the North 
Vietnamese capital also were bomb- 
ed in the raids on Sunday. 

A Navy A-7 jet was shot down by 
a Sam missile 28 kms. southwest of 
Hanoi during another mission, The 
pilot is listed as missing. 

Since the start of the Commun- 
ist offensive last March 30, 90 U.S. 
aircraft have ‘been reported by the 
US. command lost over North Viet- 
nam. There have been 98 ainmen 
listed as missing with 37 of them 
known to have been captured. 

Seventy South Vietnamese heli- 
copters were destroyed or damaged 
by explosions at a bomb dump in 
the big Bien Hoa wir dase, 23 kms.

dict. They are a prayer for peace 
of mind and body, soft, muted, 
quiet, resigned, intent to console, 

Jehan Alain's suite again proved 
the original talent of this young 
composer and offered interesting mu- 
sie within self-imposed limits of 
expressions; his other piece couid 
have easily been dispensed with — 
it only tries to pay lip-service to 
French impressionism which ham- 
pered his real style and language. 
Bach raised the spirit with his 
masterful elaborations of difficult 
muaical material, building a climax 
of real Baroque splendour and ma- 


iss Roloff fulfilied all demands 
of technique and taste. A harshness 
in some registers seems to be a cha- 
racteristic of this particular organ 
— and’ perhaps the acousties of the 
church, a fact which has been noted 
previously. Time and use may mel- 
lew the sound, the all-too-bright 
sonorities may give way to more 
modulated sound. At present, there 
is too much trumpetry coming from 
the loft, though the Sweelinck Va- 
riations were given in beautifully 
subdued colours. 

Because of the mourning mood, 
the audience refrained from ap- 
plauding in the customary manner.

In deciding whether a person with 
8. criminal past is also likely to en- 
danger the public welfare, continued 
the President, there is no reason 
why the Minister should not take 
inta account facts and evidence 
not directly concerned with that 
person's criminal past but which 
could indicate, in addition to that 
criminal past, the likelihood of his 
being a danger to the public wel- 
fare. 

The President defined “crimina) 
past,” saying that It refers to a 
person who has been convicted of an 
Offence of a disgraceful nature, 
whatever punishment he might have 
received. If, therefore, he held, the 
gambling offences for which the peti- 
tioner had been convicted in the 
U.S. were in fact of a disgraceful 
mature, in that they were closely 
bound up with organized crime — 
as the respondent had concluded — 
the mild sentence he received would 
be irrelevant. 


NATURE OF EVIDENCE 


Criteria for “Hkely to endanger 
the public welfare," continued the 
President, came within the discre- 
tion of the Minister. It was suffi- 
cient that he was satisfied that 
there was a reasonable fear of such 
a danger. 

The President then went on to 
discuss the question of the nature 
of the evidence on which the Min- 
ister was entitled to base his con- 
cluslons. He decided, after an exhaus- 
tive survey of the problem, that 
an administrative authority with 
quasi-judicial powers like the 
respondent in the present case — 
must act in accordance with the 
rules of national justice only. These 
rules demand only that the quasi- 
judicial decision te reached after 
giving all persons concerned a fair 
hearing and that jt be based on evi- 
dence which responsible and reason- 
able persons would regard as hav- 
ing probative value, but which need 
ποῖ comply with the rules of ad- 
muissibility in a court of law. 

In the present case, the Presi- 
dent held, it was only right to 
conclude that proof of a criminal 
past should consist of a court con- 
viction or of an admission, of his 
own free will, to the police, on the 
part of the applicant for an im- 
™migrant’s visa. 

The President then went on to 
consider, in the light of the above 
principles, whether the fact that

᾿ eertain, he stressed, was that the 


petitioner had operated within the 
framework of organized crime in 
the United States and had been 
closely connected with it. His eri- 
minal past was bet open ty any 
doubt. Furthermore, there were 
strong grounds t suspect he bad 
been involved in operations of great 
violence by organized vrinie. 

The petitioner bad argued that 
any evidence against him referred 
to criminal activies more than 30 
years ago, that now, at the age of 
70, he could be presumed to have 
reformed and to want only to spend 
the rest of his lif quietly in Israel. 
Moreover, he had reperted that the 
Federal authorities, to whom he bad 
reported on his own tative his 
intention of leaving for Israel, had 
informed him that there was 70- 
thing to prevent fim from leaving 
the U.S, There were no cherges 
pending against him. 


CONCLUSION 

However, the President noted, 
these same authorities had subse- 
quently changed their minds and 
filed an indictment against the peti- 
tioner in connection with illicit 
gambling activities in Nevada up to 
1971. There nad heen sufficient evi- 
dence before the respondent to re- 
but the contention that the appli- 
cant had reformed, and to justify 
the conclusion that until recently 
he had been engaged "ἢ unlew£ul 
gambling activities, together with 
other members of the underworld. 
In addition, the petitioner's criminal 
past was so bound up with organiz- 
ed crime, that it could not be sald 
that there was no danger today that 
he would not engage in crime in 
the future, and was not likely to 
endanger public welfare. 

In any event, continued the Pres- 
ident, this was the respondent's as- 
sessment of the situation and ii 
could not be said te be unreason- 
able. The name which the petitioner 
had gained, and still retains, as 
one of the leaders in the worid of 
organized crime, weakened the ar- 
gument of “passage of time." 

In short, concluded the President, 
there were no grounds fer inter- 
fering with the respondent's deci- 
sion to refuse the petitioner an im- 
migrant's visa. For if the purpose 
of the law is to be honoured and 
persons who are far from desirable 
in thelr own cquotries are not to 
be prevented, even though they be. 
Jews, from coming to Israe}, then 
there is no alternative but to en- 
force the reservation !n Section 2 
(Ὁ) (3) of the Law of Return, des- 
pite the fundamental right to im- 
migrate which that law vests in 
every Jew. And althcugh !t is true 
that the state of crime in Israel 
is already a cause of great concern, 
at least the ugly phenomeson of or- 
ganized crime, as it exists in Amer- 
fea, has not yet taken root dere. 
Nothing which could encourage it 
to do so should be permitted.

Now grain 
is ‘being bought for human beings. 

HARVEST EMERGENOY 

Barvest-time in the ‘Soviet Union 
always has aspects of an artificial 
emergency, with headlines about 
“winning the battle of the grain 
front." The present crisis:is the re- 
sult of bad luck rather than mis- 
taken policy, and the signs are that 
Soviet agricultural output will slow- 
ly go on rising im the years to 
come, But these enormous grain pur- 
chases saddle the Soviet Union with 
large debts, and the problems of 
how they will be paid off will re- 
main. 


One of the difficulties is that the 
US. is not prepared to let the 
Soviet Union have credit for the 
new quantities of grain which the 
Russians suddenly want to buy. This 
refusal is a form of pressure on 
the Russians to settle their old 
World War II civilian goods Lend- 
Lease debt more favourably.

Kissinger opens talks 
with Kremlin leaders

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LANSKY VERDICT 


METER Lansky must leave 
Israel branded guilty — or 
at least “not innocent" — by the 
Israel High Court of all manner 
of criminal acts which the 
American courts and judicial 
authorities have always been 
unable to prove against him, 
This is, in effect, the result of 
the judgment delivered yester- 
day. ‘The judgment itself fol- 
lowed almost inevitably from 
the wording of the Law of Re- 
turn — and may point to the 
need to frame it more precisely. 
The Court ruled that Mr. 
Lansky is “a person with a 
‘criminal past, likely to endan- 
ger the public welfare,” one of 
the reasons listed in the Law 
of Return for which a Jew may 
be denied the right to come and 
Nive in Israel. 

Whether or not a man is 
likely to endanger the public 
welfare can, of course, only be 
ἃ discretionary decision, left to 
the responsible authority — in 
this case the Minister of In- 
terior. There can be no strict 
legal definition or proof of such 
2 prognosis. The esset, how- 
ever, intending to cireumscribe 
what might otherwise have been 
8 dangerously arbitrary degree 
of discretion, introduced the 
Jegally unsatisfactory concept 
ot the “criminal past.” 

“Criminal past," as the High 
Court. has ruled before and con- 
firmed yesterday, is not limited 
to actual convictions for crimi- 
_Bal offences, but can embrace a 
multitude of sins — proven or 
merely suspected — which the 
Minister feels should be taken 
into account. 

In Mr. Lansky's case, the re- 
ports of U.S. Senate commissions 
and of Federal inquiries were 
relied on along with evidence 
supplied by crooked law-en- 


forcement officers and ex-Mafia 
jeilbirds cumulatively to create 
the “criminal past” which the 
Law requires. Most of this evi- 
dence would of course be invalid 
and quite inadmissible in a 
court of Jaw — as the High 
Court itself noted in its judg- 
ment — but for the exercise of 
discretion by an administrative 
authority it suffices. ἢ 

Yet the concept of “criminal 

ast" added to “likely to en- 

er the public welfare” was 
legislated specifically to intro- 
duce a judicial rather than a 
merely personal or emotional 
consideration where so impor- 
tant 8 right was at stake as 
the Right of Return. ᾿ 

Tf this was indeed the inten- 
tion of the Knesset, then the 
Lansky case has clearly shown 
that it has failed. The vague- 
ness of the phrase used ensured 
that failure in advance. 

What is needed is tighter 
wording which will delineate 
the exercise of the administra- 
tive power to control the admis- 
sion of a Jew to the Jewish 
State by more clearly judicial 
concepts. 

With the law as it now stands 
a man's association with known 
criminals might be sufficient to 
persuade 2 Minister of Interior 
that he has a criminal past. 
To ‘base the decision purely on 
court convictions may indeed be 
too narrow a rule, but the High 
Court's construction of the 
poorly worded legislation obvi- 
ates the need of “substantial 
evidence.” 

Tt is not acceptable that the 
same standard of discretion re- 
quired when the authorities de- 
cide whether or not to award 
8 licence to a taxi driver should 
be employed to determine the 
most precious right of a Jew 
today: the Right of Return.
